In an excursion into the deep web, I 
only found three non-broken links to 
email servers . The three were Onion 
Mail, SIGAINT, and the deep link of 
the day. Rugged Inbox. Onion Mail 
looks appealing, but I can't seem to 
log in once I create an account. I 
also had some problem with SIGAINT, 

I think because it required Java in 
order to read mail. It's advised to 
not use JavaScript in the deep web . 
Rugged Inbox works simply like SIG- 
AINT, but without the JavaScript the 
way Onion Mail is secure. 

Rugged Inbox touts offshore servers 
in Belgium. This is a great asset 
because Rugged Inbox isn ' t bound by 
intrusive Obama-era regulations 
forcing email clients to keep all 
messages from users for up to two 
years, even from deleted or deacti- 
vated accounts . That gives the NS A 
plenty of time to do the only thing 
it's good at: going through all the 
mail of law-abiding citizens. It's 
none of their business . Rugged 
Inbox is outside the jurisdiction 
of the NSA . 

Another nice feature, actually a 
courtesy, is the banner posted on 
the web site, "The FBI has not been 
here". In parentheses, is advises, 
"watch closely for the removal of 
this sign.)" Good thing to have. 

Rugged Inbox allows users to create 
either a permanent email account, 
or a temporary, self-destructing 
account. A temporary account will 
last between 6 months and a year, 
depending on the user ' s preferred 
setting. A user may destroy his 
permanent account at any time , so 
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it's still a flexible option. An 
account that is destroyed is done so 
permanently. An account limits the 
number of messages to 30 daily. 

One an account is created, a person 
can open their account at a page 
called, "Squirrel Mail: email for 
nuts!" It's on the same server, and 
the URL is: 

s4bysmmsnraf 7eut . onion/ sm 

The "sm' stands for Squirrel Mail. 
There are other options , but when 
you use Squirrel Mail, it's Java 
free . 

Some nice things about Rugged Inbox: 

1) It's operated under a VPN 

2) It makes use of encryption 

3) It removes the headers that re- 
veal a user's IP address and 
email client name 

4) It doesn't feature JavaScript 

5) It's designed to work hand-in- 
hand with TOR browser 

6) And this is the best part: when 
your data is deleted, the message 
is GONE! It doesn't live forever 
on some server. Keep in mind 
that the other person you ' re 
communicating with may be using 

a server that retains email , and 
worse, may be using GMAIL! ! ! The 
best practice is to avoid making 
email communications to anyone 
with a gmail account. 

Rugged Inbox is an ideal tool for 
whistleblowers or people oppressed 
by their government from speaking 
freely, or just people who don't 
want their communications monitored.

THE RIGHT TO LIFE 
#################################### 
...THE ESSENCE OF LIBERTARIANISM 

In LiberTORian, episode 1, I summed 
up libertarian thought using Freedom 
Works ' leader Matt Kibbe ' s theme : 
"Don't hurt people and don't take 
their stuff." If this philosophy 
was to be aplied, the first part of 
it, "don't hurt people", applies to 
all people, including the weakest 
and most defenseless. 

Ronald Reagan said that medical 
science is revealing more each day 
what common sense has told us all 
along: that an unborn baby is a 
unique human being. This isn't the 
global warming argument, in which 
those who believe, or perpetrate, 
the global warming hoax exploit it 
to take rights away from people . 

No one disputes that an unborn baby 
is indeed a human. Except, of 
course, a few disgraces to their 
field such as Richard Dawkins , an 
alleged biologist who claims a pig 
is more human than an unborn baby 
with _HUMAN_ DNA. Global warming 
proponents want us to grind comm- 
erce to a halt on their claims 
because we should give their 
version of science "the benefit of 
the doubt." Hardened abortoholics 
won ' t stop the unborn from certain 
death even when there IS NO DOUBT. 

What complicates the issue is the 
fact that the baby is inside the 
body of another person. So the 
question is, where do the rights 
of one person end and another be- 
gin? 

The answer to that question is , 

"why does giving rights to someone 
mean you take rights away from 
someone else? When the rights of 
two people are in balance, though, 
the Constitutional solution is to 
determine which right is more 
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fundamental ? 

The right to life is is paramount, 
without it, all other rights are 
moot. Right to "choose" is a myth; 
what is the choice , but to kill a 
human being? A person ' s right to 
life isn ' t dependent on her loca- 
tion . 

This is the one of three angles to 
look at it. The second is from 
religion. Our system of justice is 
based on religious law, like it or 
not. And it's done a good job at 
being a fair system. The answer is 
in the book of Exodus: "Thou shalt 
not kill." (Exodus 20:13) . It's a 
linear precursor to "don't hurt 
people." Again, embarrassments to 
science like Carl Sagan, who 
believes that an unborn baby goes 
through the entire evolutionary 
cycle before birth (I never saw a 
premature baby come out as an 
orangatan!) As a libertarian, it's 
his right to believe what he wants , 
but he touts his ignorance of basic 
biology when he says , thinking he ' s 
clever, "isn't masturbation mass 
murder, then?" Obviously he doesn't 
know first year stuff like a sperm 
cell has 23 chromosomes but a human 
baby, born or preborn, has 46. Most 
people know what it means to be 
biologically human. 

The third libertarian approach is 
the big government approach. Put 
bluntly, abortion is essentially 
government sanctioned murder. And 
since abortion is an industry that's 
subsidized with hundreds of millions 
of dollars annually, it's taxpayer 
funded murder . We've evolved from 
the days where the Dredd Scott 
decision was the law of the land. 

In those days , a black person was 
deemed a property, not a person. It 
was legal to beat a slave to death. 
We are more barbaric than ever as a 




society. There is no difference 
between Roe v Wade and Dredd Scott. 
Each took the rights of the 9TH and 
10TH Amendments from the states. 

Both declared a certain group of 
people non-people . But Roe v Wade 
led the the brutal killing of mill- 
ions of babies in a manner we'd be 
horrified if we did to a dog! 

So what, some may say? They're just 
unwanted babies. Well, what if the 
next step in government sponsored 
murder is the elderly? The dis- 
abled? The mentally disabled? The 
Jews? Those who aren't productive? 
As we turn what was once the great- 
est health system in the world into 
the utter failure of the UK system, 
the government will be making more 
of these decisions, and your "right" 
to care will be linked to your 
"usefulness" to society. To quote 
Mother Theresa, "a society that 
accepts abortion can accept any- 
thing" . 

So, what about the death penalty? 
Many pro-life conservatives support 
the death penalty, and their reason- 
ing is that abortion kills the inno- 
cent who never made a choice, while 
the death penalty affects guilty 
people who know the consequences of 
their actions . I strongly disagree 
with that. I oppose the death 
penalty for the reasons above: 1) 
the right to life is paramount and 
in the Declaration of Independence , 
2) Thou shalt not kill, and 3) It's 
government sanctioned murder. If 
we are to be libertarian, and not 
hurt others , we must to this for 
the the full spectrum for humanity. 
Unless it's in self-defense or the 
self-defense of our nation, "don't 
hurt other people is a right of all 
humankind. When I say self-defense 
of a nation, I'm talking about war- 
fare. But only in national defense 
and not for political interests, or 
low gas prices , or for whatever 
reasons Obama funds the terrorists . 
The right to life extends to war; 
we are not to go send our soldiers 
to kill and die for any trivial 
reasons . 



In essence, the right to life is the 
cornerstone of libertarian philoso- 
phy. For the protection of others 
begins with the weakest and most 
defenseless among us. As Dr. Seuss 
says in "Horton Hears a Who" , "A 
person's a person, no matter how 
small . A minority of libertarians 
support abortion, using the argument 
that a person has a right to do what 
they want with their own body. . . but 
when two lives are intertwined, a 
libertarian must not forget the part 
about, "don't hurt people". ( (L) )

6. Nazis are right wing.

Does that sound right 
wing? So let's help people realize 
this by calling Nazis by their full 
name, "National Socialists". ( (L) )

BELLE KNOX: HOT LIERTARIAN!

Read the word, "libertarian", and a 
person conjured up an image of some 
clean-cut white guy in his 30s with 
a tie on. Or something. But that's 
just your mind running off with a 
stereotype to facilitate reading. 
Libertarians come in all packages , 
including beautiful women . And one 
of those is Miriam Weeks , better 
known as Belle Knox. 

Belle Knox began as a prospective 
college student facing the rising 
cost of tuition. This was after 
Obama usurped the entire student 
loan program, making it a government 
monopoly. Since then, universities, 
knowing the taxpayer faucet will 
always pay the tab, have been jack- 
ing their already overpriced costs 
for an increasingly worthless pro- 
duct. Belle Knox, who was Miriam at 
the time, on a whim, sought out work 
in the pornography at a search en- 
gine .

The problem, and this is a problem 
with pronography itself, is that it 
dehumanizes women. People stopped 
looking at Miriam Weeks and only 
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saw a sex object. This doesn't mean 
that the government has to step in 
and ban the product. Miriam chose 
this career willingly, and is free 
to leave any time she wishes. But 
because this is how she chose to pay 
for college shouldn ' t make people 
think less of her as a person. Here 
is a quote from Belle Knox on the 
subject, where she demonstrates that 
she ' s more than a pretty face : 

"Everybody is focused on my de- 
cision to perform in porn to pay 
for my tuition. Let's start pay- 
ing attention to what got me 
here. Skyhigh tuition bills re- 
sult from a culture , from our 
President on down, telling every 
kid to go to college, regardless 
of their future plans to ability 
to graduate . And they result 
from schools being all too happy 
to raise prices to catch all the 
money flowing from the federal 
spigot . " 

Here she raises a valid, overlooked 
point. Corralling every student 
into college keeps the government's 
fascist (yeah, I use the word cor- 
rectly. Many people use the word 
just because they hate a politician) 
student loan program running. It 
also makes students dependent on the 
government, so they will vote for 
the politicians under their thumb . 
College is the greatest scam today. 

Belle Knox has since joined the 
organization "Students for Liberty", 
and is the campus coordinator of the 
Duke University chapter. She also 
joined the Young Voices organization 
which advocates for issues of lib- 
erty . 

Of course, she faces stigma even 
from the libertarian community for 
her career choices . But Belle 




doesn ' t consider her career to be a 
license to disrespect women. In a 
column she wrote, "Just Say No To 
Rape", she expresses her shock that 
friends of her blamed rape not on 
the rapist, but the attire that the 
victims chose, or their decision to 
get drunk . Her are a few snippets 
from the article : 

"In a few sentences, my friends 
had epitomized slut and victim 
shaming. In that moment, I felt 
enraged that my female friends 
had perpetuated rape culture . I 
also felt sad. Sad for every vic- 
tim who has been or ever will be 
doubted because of the mainstream 
ideas surrounding sexual assault. 
When we allow ideas like this to 
be accepted, we only isolate the 
true victims and discourage them 
from reporting." 

"During 0-Week [campus orien- 
tation week] , I was constantly 
reminded to watch my drink and 
only walk in groups . Don ' t get me 
wrong; these are practical tips. 
But essentially, they tell women 
that they can behave in a certain 
way to avoid being victimized. 

But, why don't we tell men simi- 
lar things? Why aren't there anti 
rape campaigns targeting women? 

Why don't we focus on telling men 
not to rape, instead of telling 
women how to not get raped?" 

"How about we teach young men that 
when a woman says stop, they stop? 
Or that if a woman (or man) is 
drunk or unconscious , they should 
help them, instead of taking ad- 
vantage of them?" 

"I dream of a day when my daughter 
can walk down the street without 
the fear of being assaulted. And 
yes , I think that I should be able 
to wear whatever the hell I want 
without being labeled as a slut. 
This idea that men cannot control 
their impulses is archaic and 
offensive . " 

Belle is equally outspoken on issues 



of the economy as she is on treating 
women with respect. Belle credits 
her Catholic upbringing for her 
conservatism. "I'm conservative. 

I'm very socially liberal, but I'm 
very economically conservative . " On 
the Nolan Chart, Belle Knox appears 
to be here :

Here is some wisdom from Belle Knox 
on economic issues : 

"I totally endorse. . . [Rand Paul] . 
He actually graduated from Duke , 
so that's just ANOTHER reason for 
me to love him. " 

"I felt that being screwed on 
camera was the best way to avoid 
being screwed by the higher edu- 
cation system." 

She also admired Milton Friedman and 
Ayn Rand, author of _Atlas Shrugged_. 

While Belle presents her image as a 
product and amps up the sexiness, she 
personally is affected by it all. 

She says, "A lot of my life has been 
ruined by sex." A five part docu- 
mentary, "Becoming Belle Knox", de- 
picts Miriam Week's real life ex- 
periences becoming the "Duke porn 
Star" , and having the notoriety 
thrust upon her by her outing, and 
how it led to people viewing her not 
as Miriam Weeks the woman, but Belle 
Knox the sex object. Personally, I 
am more interested in Miriam Weeks 
for her mind than Belle Knox for her 
body. Unfortunately, her web site is 
focused on Belle Knox, the product, 
exploiting her beauty for maximum 
profit. I'm not knocking that. It's 
her right to make money from perverts 
if the demand is there. But there's 
nothing there for people who care 
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BELLE KNOX 



about what she thinks. I heard of someone who became her Twitter follower, but 
she only talks about adult films on her feed, and following her lead only to a 
slew of adult film stars following her in return. Belle Knox has a lot to say 
and a lot that can teach others. We wish that she'd do more of that! 




So that ' s the whole package : Belle 
Knox in body and mind. So she 
performs in adult films. Get over 
that. I have a problem with the 
industry. I personally think that 
pornography destroys lives. I've 
seen it first-hand. But viewers 
are responsible for their actions , 
so I'm not going calling for an 
end of an industry that consists 
of people freely entering it. If 
a person wants to end the porno- 
grphy industry, 1) good luck, and 
2) do it the libertarian way by 
eliminating the demand. Teach 
people its negative effects . The 
point is to not be so quick to 
judge. If you are critical of 
Belle Knox for her career, you 
are a hypocrite if you watch such 
films. Remember when "Roe", the 
poster girl from "Roe v Wade" 
jumped off the poster? The pro- 
life community embraced her. 
Menawhile , pro-abortion groups 
has a problem with those who 
accepted her, because they were 
Christian. "How can you accept 
her? She ' s a homosexual . You have 
to shun her!" This says a lot more 
about them, misses the point and 
mischaracterizes Christianity in 
general . They may not agree with 
the lifestyle of some, but don't 
condemn people outright for their 
behavior. People should be the 
same way with Belle Knox. We 
never lived in her shoes . I'd 
rather she left the industry my- 
self, but that's where she is in 
life. That's no reason for her 
not to be treated with the same 
respect that other women deserve . 
Even some libertarians have 
shunned Belle Knox. How about we 
listen to what she has to say, and 
judge her on her words? Christians 
call this "loving thy neighbor" . 
Liberals call it "tolerance", some- 
thing they always call for but 
rarely practice themselves . 

Belle Knox is a libertarian that, 
hopefully, will be a rising voice 
in the fight for individual liberty 
and economic freedom. Keep on a

The ant works hard in the withering heat all summer long, building his house 
and laying up supplies for the winter. The grasshopper thinks he's a fool and 
laughs and dances and plays the summer away. Come winter, the shivering 
grasshopper calls a press conference and demands to know why the ant should be 
allowed to be warm and well fed while others are cold and starving. CBS, NBC 
and ABC show up to provide pictures of the shivering grasshopper next to video 
of the ant in his comfortable home with a table filled with food. 

America is stunned by the sharp contrast. How can it be that, in a country of 
such wealth, this poor grasshopper is allowed to suffer so? Then a 
representative of the NAAGB (The National Association for the Advancement of 
Green Bugs) shows up on Nightline and charges the ant with green bias, and 
makes the case that the grasshopper is the victim of 30 million years of 
greenism. 

Kermit the Frog appears on Oprah with the grasshopper, and everybody cries when 
he sings "It's Not Easy Being Green." 

Bill and Hillary Clinton make a special guest appearance on the CBS Evening 
News to tell a concerned Dan Rather that they will do everything they can for 
the grasshopper who has been denied the prosperity he deserves by those who 
benefited unfairly during the Reagan summers . Richard Gephardt exclaims in an 
interview with Peter Jennings that the ant has gotten rich off the back of the 
grasshopper, and calls for an immediate tax hike on the ant to make him pay his 
"fair share."

"We have to change our traditions", 
says Alinsky-ite Michelle Obama.

Seven million liberty dollars are in 
existence. They're privately minted 
one ounce silver rounds . In the 
Great Lakes states and surrounding 
areas , people used them to barter 
for goods and services . And they 
were declared "counterfeits" by the 
U . S . government . 

A story like this is usually told 
with the history first, then analy- 
sis afterward. I'm going to go 
right ahead and address the question 
outright: Commerce or Counterfeit? 

I ' 11 explain the Liberty Dollar to 
those who are unfamiliar with it in 
a moment. First, let's look at the 
actual text of the Constitution on 
the subject of counterfeiting: 

Section 8 - Powers of Congress 

The Congress shall have Power. . . 
[various powers listed] 

To provide for the Punishment of 
counterfeiting the Securities and 
current Coin of the United 
States ; 

"Securities" refers to financial 
securities. In other words, assets 
such as currency and other paper 
backed up by assets such as gold. 

The Constitution explicitly gives 
the congress the power to punish 
counterfeiters of CURRENT COIN of 
the United States . Current Coin is 
any coin that is currently produced 
by the United States mint (also in 
section 8 , and forbidden at the 
state level in section 10) . 

If one examines the Liberty Dollar, 



it is apparent that it may resemble 
a U.S. coin in some respects, but 
it also features many devices that 
are not found on any coins of the 
past or present. Let's compare and 
contrast the Liberty Dollar and 
standard U.S. coinage : 

SIMILARITIES 

o They are both circular and have 
reeded edges like the quarter 
dollar 

o They both are dated 
o They have an obverse and reverse 
o The word "liberty" is depicted 
o There is a printed denomination 

DIFFERENCES 

o Liberty dollars feature a copy- 
right 

o Liberty dollars feature a web URL 
and/or a phone number 
o Liberty dollars feature the head 
of Liberty. Past U.S. coinage 
has done so, but no current coin- 
age does 

o U.S. coinage is minted with its 
country ' s motto , " In God We 
Trust". Liberty Dollars don't, 
but sometimes feature a related 
motto, such as, "Trust in God" 
o Liberty Dollars are minted in 
denominations greater than one 
dollar. Only U.S. bullion coins 
are 

o Liberty dollars are made of 
precious metals such as silver. 
Only U.S. bullion coins are 
o Liberty dollars are often struck 
in higher relief, and are of 
greater aesthetic beauty than 
their U.S. government counter- 
parts . 

o Most Liberty Dollars are printed 
with the word "NORFED" . 




Thus , it is obvious that the Liberty 
Dollar is not a U.S. coin, makes no 
attempt to mimic a U.S. coin, and 
is undoubtedly NOT a counterfeit. 

Now, on with the story. 

The first Liberty Dollars were 
struckin 1998. There's nothing un- 
usual about this . Private mints and 
jewelers often produced their own 1 
ounce silver rounds. The only major 
difference was the inclusion of a 
date . The coin ' s creator and chief 
engraver, Bernard von Nothaus , was 
concerned about inflation and the 
devaluation of the dollar. He first 
minted his silver rounds to be used 
as an alternative to currency in 
private commerce, an asset of in- 
trinsic value . 

Within a few years, Liberty Dollars 
were being circulated in exchange 
for goods and services in Michigan, 
Northern Indiana, and surrounding 
states, the area surrounding the 
Liberty Dollar's "federal reserve", 
which von NotHaus called "NORFED" . 

There were 64 varieties of Liberty 
Dollars during its lifespan which 
ran until 2009, when Obama came in. 
The feds then shut down von NotHaus ' 
operation and arrested him for 
counterfeiting. Some varieties are 
limited editions; others featured 
activist themed reverses . Several 
Liberty dollar reverses honored 
individual states, depicted guns 
and stood for the Second Amendment, 
or featured Ron Paul , famous for 
being a critic of the Federal 
Reserve. The 2008 Ron Paul dollar 
is another aspect about Liberty 
Dollars that differs from American 
coinage : it featured a living 
person . 

Many businesses within NORFED ' s 
sphere of influence posted signs 
indicating that they accepted 
Liberty Dollars as payment. NORFED 
also minted copper one ounce coins . 
It is a physical precursor to the 
rise of bitcoin (see LiberTORian 
issue 2) and, while it made no 



attempt to replace currency, it was 
a legitimate barter medium. It was 
also, like bitcoin, one of the most 
private transactions a person could 
make. It's no surprise that the 
Federal Reserve, who prefers to 
track transactions , had a problem 
with the Liberty Dollar. 



THE LEGAL SUIT AGAINST von NOTHAUS 

The legal suit against von NotHaus 
had more to do with persecution for 
political beliefs than the phony 
charges of counterfeiting. NORFED 
(pronounced NOR-fed) stands for 
"National Organization for the Re- 
peal of the Federal Reserve" . The 
federal reserve notes are not backed 
by anything and essentially have as 
much value as an overproduced base- 
ball card. U.S. coinage is all made 
of base metal . Pennies have been 
made of zinc since 1982. They are 
coated with a super- thin layer of 
copper to make them appear more 
valuable than they really are . 

Dimes and quarters are mostly copper 
with a thin layer of copper/nickel 
to make them appear more valuable . 
The only coin whose metal is nearly 
worth its value is the nickel , made 
of 75% copper: a composition that, 
except for four years during World 
War II, has not changed since the 
Civil War! 

The NORFED Liberty Dollar was made 
not to replace the Federal Reserve , 
but to provide an alternative for 
people whose confidence in it is 
shaken. Unlike U.S. money, the 
Liberty Dollar is an asset of true 
value, while U.S. currency is made 
of cotton and paper, and coins of 
base metals . 

The trial itself was uneventful and 
predictable. Statist attorney Anne 
Tompkins actually called NORFED ' s 
actions an act of "terrorism" : 

"While these forms of anti-gov- 
ernment activities do not involve 
violence, they are every bit as 
insidious and represent a present 




and clear danger to the economic 
stability of this country." 

Considering this is coming from an 
administration that considers ISIS 
a "Junior Varisty Team" (quoting 
Barack Obama), von NotHaus doesn't 
really present a danger, does he? 

If he is a terrorist, what does it 
make Ben Bernanke , Barack Obama , 

Tim Geithner and the Federal Re- 
serve? 2011 was the year they 
began their "quantitative easing" 
programs , printing money to no end 
to purposely devalue the money 
supply until it's worthless. NOW! 
Someone tell Anne Tompkins to 
charge them with economic terror- 
ism! HURRY! 

Fair-minded people have a big 
problem with this assessment. To 
quote Walt Theissen, who commented 
on NOLAN CHART dot com: 

"The real question in her [Anne 
Tompkins ' ] view was whether those 
who advocate the use of gold and 
silver as money should be consid- 
ered patriots or terrorists . In 
her view, honest people who want 
honest money that has honest 
value are considered, 'terror- 
ists' 

This isn ' t he first time the Obama 
administration reversed the terms . 
Remember the memo that went out to 
Missouri police, based on a study 
by statist senator Claire McCaskill? 
It identified Ron Paul supporters, 
critics of a North American Union, 
people in the tea party, pro-life 
people (more than half the popu- 
lation) , and people with "don't 
tread on me" bumper stickers as 
terrorists . 

Meanwhile , no one knows what 
happened to the $7 million in Lib- 
erty dollars that were confiscated 
by the FBI . 

The jury found von NotHaus guilty on 
all counts after a mere 2 hours of 
deliberation. von NotHaus called 
for an aquittal and a mistrial, and 



that he be tried again. In 2014, 
three years later. Judge Vorhees 
denied the motion . He could face 
five years in prison and up to 
$250,000 in fines, although the 
silver confiscated by the FBI more 
than made up for it. 

The most ignorant among us really 
think von NotHaus was trying to pass 
of his "coins" as money. "What was 
he thinking?" Those who took to 
message boards really think he was 
counterfeiting. Then they mock the 
libertarian mindset in the process . 
Of course, they'd be the first to 
whine when their money is worthless. 

LIBERY DOLLAR 2 

Far from the North Carolina trial , 
Joseph Vaughn Perling of California 
began minting Liberty Dollars in 
2013. He also acquired the 1-888- 
LIB-DOLL (ar) phone number. The 
operation wasn't around long. When 
you dial the number, you get this 
message, after a female greeting: 

"Do not leave a message, as 

messages will not be returned. 

Liberty Dollar is closed until 

after the trial. -BEEP-" 

GoldLine and Glenn Beck circum- 
vented the Feds by issuing a limited 
edition "medal" . Just call your one 
ounce coins "medals" and you are 
safe . 

Liberty Dollars are collectible to- 
day. Most sell on eBay for more than 
their metal value. People can still 
use silver as a currency alterna- 
tive . The U . S . government makes 
their own : the Silver Eagle . This 
coin, in essence, is an officially 
sanctioned counterfeit, according to 
their definition. Private jewelers 
make 1 oz rounds . The Canadian 
mint produces Maple Leaves , which 
contain more silver than U.S. Silver 
Eagles . So the moral is , if you ' re 
an entrepreneur, you get the shaft. 
The feds don't like competition, or 
economic stability. ( (L) )

At least for now, our HARD COPY 
feature has been for books that were 
recently released, and are available 
in both hardback and eBook formats . 
And we find importance to tactile , 
tangible books . As much as Liber- 
TORian loves electronic books , and 
using technology to share knowledge, 
we also recommend that you collect 
real books of historical importance. 

The benefits of eBooks are apparent: 
o Easy to reproduce and distribute 
o Easy to search text digitally 
o Many volumes of works require 
little storage space 
o Can be sent instantaneously to 
others via electronic means . 

The benefits of traditional books 
may not be so apparent to someone in 
a younger generation. Take the 
following into consideration, 
un and eight planets . They 

♦TRADITIONAL BOOKS ARE HARD TO FAKE 

A person who owns an original copy 
of Margaret Sanger ' s books , letters , 
and periodicals has the upper hand 
when someone claims that she isn ' t 
a racist, and didn't form Planned 
Parenthood for racist reasons . 

Other half-truths, when put into 
the full context of her whole 
writings , give a deeper explanation 
for more accuracy. Margaret Sanger 
supported Nazis , for many reasons . 
However, she wrote in detail her 
opposition to the Nazis for their 
nationalism, not for any other 
reason. Pro-Sanger people only 
post small snippets of her essays 
out of context to paint a false 
picture of her . 

This is only one example of the 
power of books . Historians who 
collect, archive and read documents 
from the Revolutionary War period 
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dispel myths that originated in 
university campuses that the Found- 
ing Fathers were Deists, or weren't 
Christian, including Thomas Jeffer- 
son. They provides a fuller picture 
that contrasts with intentionally 
sanitized versions of history. For 
example, HBO omitted all references 
to John Adam's religion in their 
historically inaccurate miniseries 
based on his life . True documents 
written by him prove that his deeply 
held Calvinist beliefs were so in- 
grained in him that it was reflected 
in all he said and did.

Original books allow us to see the 
world candidly through the authors ' 
eyes, without the fog of time. 



♦TRADITIONAL BOOKS CAN'T BE EASILY 
ALTERED 

If someone doesn't like an eBook, 
it's not difficult to revise one. 

If someone wants to change a 
traditional book, one must publish 
a new one from scratch. If there 
is information in the traditional 
book that presents a problem, the 
person or people with the problem 
must hunt down and burn every copy. 

The content of a real book is in ink 
and there ' s something nice and perm- 
anent about ink. Ink is bold. By 




extention, something printed in ink 
is bold. It's defiant. It invites 
the reader to take it on. A user 
who doesn't like what a eBook has 
to say can easily delete it and 
forget about it. It's not so ease 
with a book. You've got to destroy 
one of those . 



♦TRADITIONAL BOOKS BYPASS TECH- 
NOLOGY 

Let ' s say that the Chinese hack the 
internet and it goes down . Or some 
rogue insurgent detonates an EMP. 

Or Obama declares an emergency and 
that the internet is to go "dark" 
until further notice . You may not 
have access to your eBooks . Books 
aren ' t defeated by technology that 
fails mankind. 

I had posited this scenario to a 
Fundamentalist Christian friend of 
mine, who wanted to get rid of all 
his books, including this Bible.

Become the archivist for your 
community.

analysis of events, textbooks, and 
technology, as well as how-to books, 
seek out books that you think are 
crucial for future generations to 
know about our culture and those of 
past generations , and those that 
teach skills that may be lost in the 
future . 

Collect books and eBooks. If you or 
someone in your tea party or 9/12 
group, or other trusted community 
has the time, scan and archive the 
books you own . 

Modern books can be found cheaply! 
Books tend to depreciate and you 
can find titles that are a few years 
old for cheap! Libraries and yard 
sales are great places to buy books 
at basement prices . 

Older books, and first editions, are 
often expensive . In cases like this 
it may be impractical to buy these 
books . This is where eBooks are so 
helpful! Become familiar with this 
web site : 

https : //archive . org 

There you can download texts and 
magazines from the past that have 
entered the public domain . Seek out 
and make your own archive of books 
you find important.

It's been a week sine I dived into the Deep Web. I spend an hour chasing dead 
links. Even the Hidden Wiki was down most of the time I clicked the bookmark, 
and I'm talking about the clearnet address (http://thehiddenwiki.net) 

I simply can't find an .onion forum to discuss things or find some direction in 
the deep web (which its users absurdly calls "onionland") . After giving up for 
a while, I duck duck went, "Where does the Electronic Frountier Foundation 
stand on Net Neutrality" , a question I was curious about before but forgot to 
check until I saw EFF in a list of links. It turns out they're for the FCC 
getting involved, dictating terms to providers, and censoring users. Traitors. 
I also learned that they opposed it unless the FCC "does it right" . 

I tried out the self-destructing SMS site: 

http : //sms4tor3vcr2geip . onion 

This was memorized so easily, I type it in to use it. First, I typed in the 
message , 

"This is a test. This is only a test". 

Then I clicked the link when finished. It provided me with the URL. It 
definitely is important to get the URL correct, or ensure that it was copied 
correctly, or copied at all. I opened a new tab and deleted the source. 

Pasting the URL, the message showed up. I repeated the process. The second 
time, the URL was a dead link. Perfect! 

I searched around an IRC chat room to find another Tor user to try it on, but 
found none . 

One of the only link links on the Hidden Wiki that worked was ParaZite's list 
of links: http : //kpynyvym6xqi7wz2 . onion/ links .html . Most of the links, if not 
all, are clearnet sites. 



Remember when I said how evil many people in the Deep Web are? Here's some 
prime examples. The links are in categories and sub-categories. 

"Liberty and Privacy" opens with two links to Electronic Frontier Foundation. 




Much of the content is Finnish, I assume it's ParaZite's home nation. 

He also wrongly terms Anonymity Network, "darknets" . 

"Internet" gave me a good laugh; "Google" was listed as a "quality" web search 
Strangely, Duck Duck Go wasn't included; strange for someone concerned with 
privacy . 

"Society" lists several subcategories, starting with "Jihad". There are a few 
anti- jihad sites listed, but this one stuck out: 

Suomen Al-Qaida RY, the registered organization I am going to establish, join 
now! donation for bin laden expected and accepted! 

So the guy about this site is going to make a "Charity" for Osama bin Laden. 
This kind of makes most of what follows make sense. 

After "Jihad" is "Organizations". By "Organizations", he means, "Terrorist 
Organizations". However, their sites are all plainly listed so that watchdogs 
can visit and see what these evil people are scheming:

Other links are government agencies that are described as tyrants and such; 
kind of ironic. I'm not defending the agencies, but it's funny. 

The end of this section is "Anarchy" . I use quotes because many "anarchists" 
support tyrannical regimes and big, intrusive government, or communism, but 
still consider them anarchists . " 

"Gore". Need I say more. Worship and glorification of real death. By the 
way, the Nick Berg beheading video by ISIS is a snuff film. Some people 
pretend to believe that snuff films don't exist. I don't know why. 

"Suicide and Euthanasia" lists sites for fans. 

"Drugs" is the typical onion stuff. 

"People" lists a link to "Mika Ebeling" (http://isuisse.ifrance.com/emmaf/), 
citing "'pro-life', anti-abortion, anti-euthanasia. Notice "pro-life" is in 
quotes. No grip on reality. Really sad. 

This is everything wrong in the deep web in one site. For a vast, underground 
frontier, there is very little diversity of thought on this site... 

Well, at last I found one link of the type I've been seeking... and it's 
functional! This is the only site of it's kind I've been able to find so far. 
It's called the Alpha-7-Bravo (A7B) Blog.

The article is accurate, well -researched, and not at all paranoid. 

A link to the 1987 movie AMERIKA is in another post, but the link wasn't 
connecting when I tried . Maybe another time . 

The sad thing about this page is that all discussion, feedback, or contacts to 
the webmaster requires Javascript to be turned on. This is something I'm not 
ready to do. Maybe in the future, I'll make an exception for one visit to this 
site . 

Don't know of his politics nor do I care. All I want is someone who believes in 
freedom and is consistent about it! One of the sections of his site is an NSA 
Whistleblowers Heroes Gallery. That's also a good sign. Maybe I'm on the 
right track.
